Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  *\nnual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the-  Borough  for 
the  year  1940. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  include  in  this  repoi  t  only  essential 
and  urgent  matters  which  have  alTected  the  public  health  during 
the  year. 

As  a  result  of  conditions  imposed  by  the  war,  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  various  departments  has  been  conducted  under 
considerable  difliculties,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to  proceed  with 
various  desirable  developments  and  expansions  in  the  General 
Health  Services  and  at  the  Hospitals.  Ic  was,  however,  possible 
to  continue  the  usual  activities  of  the  Department. 

d'he  figure  provided  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
estimated  civilian  population  again  shows  a  reduction  from 
78,090  in  1939  to  76,060.  Local  evidence  however  points  strongly 
to  a  substantial  increase  :  all  the  houses  in  the  town  are  fully 
occupied  and,  I  am  afraid,  in  many  cases  overcrowded. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  tlie  year  is  195  hig^her  than 
in  1939,  the  increase  being  principally  attributable  to  respiratory 
diseases  and  deaths  from  violence  {road  deaths,  burns,  scalds,  &c.j. 

With  reference  to  our  food  supply,  a  change  of  some 
magnitude  has  been  introduced,  the  Ministry  of  Food  having 
undertaken  rationing*  and  control;  though  fitness  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  is  still  determined  by  officers-  of  this  department,  dhe 
former  method  of  providing  and  distributing-  meat  has  been 
superseded,  so  that  now  all  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  calves 
(intended 'for  human  food)  which  have  been  fed  in  tlie  prescribed 
area  must  be  sent  to  the  tw^o  Warrington  Collecting  Centres  from 
which  they  are  allocated  (by  Ministry  Officials)  to  Warring-ton  and 
several  surrounding-  towns.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  only 
two  slaughter-houses,  however,  instead  of  six  as  formerly,  have 
been  in  use  for  slaughtering,  and  from  these  meat,  Sec.,  is 
provided  to  182  shops  in  Warrington  and  the  surrounding 
districts.  I'he  new  system  naturally  requires  much  wider  super¬ 
vision  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  of  this  Department. 

I  have  to  thank  my  staff  at  the  Health  Department  and  in 
the  various  Corporation  Hospitals  for  their  loyal  support,  and  to 
offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  generous  support 
and  guidance.  To  all  other  Corporation  officials  I  wish  to  express 
miy  appreciation  for  their  constant  courtesy  and  consideration.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. — Warrington  is  mainly  an  industrial 
town,  and  owing  to  the  variety  of  manufactures  carried  on,  e.g.. 
wire,  iron  and  steel,  chemicals,  soap,  cotton,  glass,  brewing,  tanning, 
etc.,  does  not  suffer  from  unemployment  to  the  same  extent  as  some 
of  the  other  Lancashire  Countv  Boroughs.  A  large  number  of  artisans 
have  recently  come  to  reside  in  the  borough  to  take  part  in  the  erection 
of  works  in  the  surrounding  districts. 

INSURED  PERSONS. 

The  number  of  insured  persons  in  the  Borough  entitled  to  Medical 
Benefit  on  the  1st  January,  1941,  was  37,763,  for  which  information  I 
am  indebted  to  Mr.  Alfred  Tilling  (Clerk  to  the  Warrington  Insurance 
Committee).

BIRTHS. — There  were  1,590  births  notified  in  this  Borough 
in  1940  ;  210  births  w'tre  to  parents  resident  outside  Warrington,  while 
55  Children  w'ere  born  outside  the  Borough  to  parents  resident  within. 
Deducting  the  210  births  from  the  total  1,590  and  adding  the  55  births 
we  have  accredited  to  \\7irrington  136S  live  births  (718  males  and  650 
temales)  and  67  stillbirths,  total  1,435. 

The  birth-rate  for  W'arrington  per  1,000  living  of  the  population 
was  17.9  in  1940,  compared  with  16.5  in  1939,  and  14.6  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  54  (27  males,  27 
females),  compared  with  37  births  in  1939. 


MARRIAGES. — I’herc  were  1,030  marriages  during  the  year, 
the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  being  13.5.  In  1939  there  were 
848  marriages,  giving  a  rate  of  10.8. 


DI3ATHS. — 1199  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
Borough  during  1940.  Of  these,  however,  206  were  non-residents. 
During  the  same  period,  66  deaths  have  been  reported  as  having 
occurred  outside  tlie  district  of  persons  usually  resident  in  Warrington. 
Adding  these  and  deducting  the  non-residents  we  have  a  total  of  1059 
deaths  accredited  to  W'arrington  for  1940,  compared  wdth  864  in  1939. 

This  gives  us  a  death-rate  of  13.9  per  1,000  persons  living  during 
1940,  compared  with  11.1  in  1939  and  11.1  in  1938. 

I’he  death-rate  for  England  and  WTles  w^as  14.3  ;  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  15.8  ;  and  for  London  17.8.

SUMMARY  OF  WORK  CARRIED  OUT  DURING  THE  YEAR, 

1940. 

1590  births  were  notihed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
children  born  in  Warrington,  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  against  1521  in  1939  and  1527  in  1938. 

1368  of  the  notified  Ifirths  were  of  children  born  to  persons 
resident  in  Warrington. 

13365  visits  were  paid  by  the  Flealth  Visitors  to  the  homes  of 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  nursing  and  expectant  mothers. 
215  Visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  13oarded-Out  Children. 

160  Visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  children  Out  to  Nurse. 

201  \'isits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

991  mothers  attended  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  133  at  the 
Post-Natal  Clinic,  at  the  Health  Department.

699  children  were  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year  1940 
compared  with  734  in  1939  and  640  in  1938. 

CANCER. 

26  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Hospitals  during  the 
year.  None  of  these  cases  had  received  previous  advice  or  treatment. 
1  case  was  provided  with  advice  and  treatment  at  another  hospital 
under  arrangements  made  by  the  Council.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  made  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  8  other  cases,

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FACTORIES. 

The  Factory  Act  of  1937  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July, 
1938,  abolished  the  terms  workshops,  textile,  and  non-textile 
factories,  and  the  term  “factor}-'”  is  provided  for  all  classes. 

More  female  labour  is  being  employed  and  consequently  alteration 
in  the  factories  have  been  taken  in  hand  to  comply  with  the  Welfare 
Regulations  of  the  Act. 

400  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  premises  to 
ascertain  that  the  provisions  of  the  Factor}’  Act,  1938,  were  being 
carried  out  from  a  health  standpoint. 


HOUSING. 

The  outbreak  of  war  curtailed  the  building  of  houses  bv  local 

O  V 

authorities.  In  this  borough  the  housing  programme  for  Slum 
Clearance  had  been  completed.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1939, 
the  Council  had  condemned  and  caused  to  i^e  demolished  1074 
insanitar}^  houses.  4498  displaced  persons  had  been  rehoused  mainly 
in  houses  erected  by  the  local  authority. 

There  still  remains  a  large  number  of  overcrowded  houses  to  be 
dealt  with  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself.  116  visits  were  paid 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  overcrowded  houses. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
SUMMARY  FOR  YEAR  1940. 

Milk  Supply  : — 

224  Inspections  were  made  of  milkshops  and  shops  where  bottled 
milk  is  sold. 

44  Inspections  were  made  of  8  cowsheds  within  the  town. 

72  Samples  of  milk  were  subnnitted  for  Bacteriological  Examina¬ 
tion. 

7  Samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli,  of 
’  these  6  samples  were  from  cows  kept  on  prentises  outside 
the  borough  and  one  from  premises  within  this  borough. 

Meat  Supply  : — 

1073  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  2  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  Warrington.  (Ministry  of  Food  Controlled  from 
January  15th,  1940). 

137  visits  were  paid  to  Butchers’  shops. 

.211  Visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  Potted  Meat,  Sausages,  Nc., 
are  prepared. 

60  Visits  were  paid  to  the  three  Tripe  Boiler  premises.

Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  192S — 1938. 

109  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the 
year  1940.  The  samples  included  18  principal  varieties  of  foods. 

14  samples  of  Tvlilk  failed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations,  eight  were  dcllcient  in  none  fatty  solids  only,  and  six  were 
diffident  in  fat.  Further  elaborate  analytical  investigations  proved 
that  the  deficiencies  in  seven  samples  were  due  to  natural  causes. 
Further  samples  were  taken  from  the  producers  supply  in  the  seven 
remaining  samples.  These  all  contained  more  than  the  legal  minimum 
of  fat. 

2  samples  of  Jam  and  1  sample  of  Sausage  were  reported  not 
satisfactory.  Further  samples  will  be  taken. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

There  are  50  cases  on  the  register  of  the  Warrington  and  District 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Society.  The  Institute  for  the  Deaf  is  at  13,  Wilson 
Patten  Street.  ' 

’There  are  27  males  and  23  females.  2  of  the  males  are  not 
employed,  due  to  old  age  or  defective  sight.  8  of  the  females  are 
employed  at  work  outside  their  homes,  and  the  remainder  are  carrying 
out  home  duties. 


.  -WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

14  children  attended  the  partially-sighted  class  at  Evelyn  Street 
School.  The  children  are  examined  at  least  once  each  quarter  by 
Dr.  O.  N.  Duthie,  eye  specialist.  The  Warrington  and  District 
Society  for  the  Blind  co-operate  with  the  Health  Department  in 
assisting  persons  with  defective  vision  with  a  view  to  preventing  total 
blindness.  The  society  express  great  appreciation  for  the  work 
carried  out  by  Dr.  Duthie. 

Certification  of  Blindness. 

During  1940  15  new  cases  w'ere  registered  and  5  additional  cases 
were  moved  into  Warrington  Borough,  14  blind  persons  died,  1  case 
removed  to  residence  outside  the  borough,  and  3  cases  were  de-certified. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  190  registered  blind  persons  in 
Warrington,  a  decrease  of  6  cases  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  190 
blind  persons  6  are  in  training,  25  employed  in  the  Society’s  work¬ 
shop,  11  persons  are  working  elsewhere,  4  home  workers,  141 
unemployed,  and  3  of  school  age.  All  trained  blind  persons  are 
employed.
